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PREFACE 


This  report  is  one  in  a series  on  Soviet  Ground  Force  and  Logistic 
installations  being  prepared  for  a D1A/C1A  Panel.  The  series  is  being 
coordinated,  published  and  disseminated  by  NP1C.  The  photographic 
analysis  is  being  performed  by  the  NPIC  Photographic  Analysis  Group, 
the  CIA  Photographic  Intelligence  Division  (NPIC),  and  the  Production 
Center  IP  la  (D1A).

When  a specific  facility  is  not 
observed  both  its  title  and  letter  designator  are  omitted  in  the  report.

ing area  or  courses,  (S)  special  training  facilities,  (T)  unidentified 
facilities  or  tracking  activity.

Ryazhsk  Ammunition  Depot  Northwest  is 
located  16  kilometers  (km)  west-northwest  of 
Kyazhsk  (Figure  1). 

The  installation  covers  approximately  300 
■icres  and  contains  a double-secured  storage 
irea  and  a support  area  with  a total  of  2 admin- 
istration buildings,  6 barracks,  4 storage  build- 
ings, 64  ammunition  storage  buildings,  40  sup- 


port buildings,  and  3 rail-to-road  transloading 
buildings  (Figures  2 and  3). 

The  installation  is  covered  on  6 KEYHOLE 
missions  between  April  1962  and  October  1964. 
Comparative  analysis  reveals  no  change  in 
facilities  and  only  light  activity  throughout  this 
period . 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Rail  road  Service 

A rail  spur  which  divides  into  2 sidings 
nerves  the  installation. 

Road_Se.rvice 

The  installation  is  served  bv  secondary 
roads. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Areas 

Area  111  contains  an  administration  build- 


ing, 4 storage  buildings,  and  13  support  build- 
ings. 

Area  D2  contains  an  administration  building, 
6 barracks,  and  23  support  buildings.  Many 
of  these  support  buildings  may  be  civilian 
bousing  for  the  installation. 

Ammunition  Storage  Area 

Area  F contains  64  ammunition  storage 
buildings,  4 support  buildings,  and  3 rail-to- 
road  transloading  buildings. 
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
